FURTHER DETAILS, 


Tho guneral topic of conyersation yeater- 
day was the great catastrophe which ac. 
curred in _Cechmne Strect,  invelving 
the Jose of lives to a number which has not 
yet been determined: As montioned in 
our report yesterday, the work of clearing 
away the. rubbish and recovering Lodies wax 
stopped for a thne after tittia on account of 
the dangerous state of the gallo walls of 
Nos, 30-nnd 36, With the removal of 
some of the debris, the walls were secon ta 
rack and bulge in a-threatoning manner. 
A Hok, Contractor, No. 37, D'Aguilar 
Street, was accordingly sent for, and his 
men erected n perfect forest of bamboos, 

_ forming a most efficient shoving, ‘Those 
aro firmly fixed between tho walls uf Nos, 
30 and 36, and across the strect to tho houses 
on cither side of the gap, ‘Tho houses op; 
posite where Nos 82 and 34 stood, which 
wero #0 severely damaged, aro nluo suitably 

- shored up in front, A Hok has done his 
work well, bub how be got his mon to work 

- in this dangerous place is 8 mystery. It 
would seem that if takes a Chinaman. to get 
the covtic to buckle to whore there is any
